According to the telegram from our Lon- 
don corresponent, dated Sunday morning, 
the 23rd instant, it is rumoured that Sir 
Erxest Satow has been summoned home 
to England for the purpose of attending “a 
conference which is likely to have important 
results.”

It has 
been known for some time that Sir Exnest 
Sarow was going home on leave as soon a3 
could conveniently be arranged, but to those 
outside diplomatic circles, at least, no 
special siguificauce was attached to his visit 
to England, Tt was thought that, but for 
the diffeulty in connection with: China’s 
altitu:le over the Chengchow massacre, the 
British Minister would by this time have 
been well on his way bome for a holiday.

trusted that the British Government will 
take the opportunity of beiug enlightened 
on various points in connection with its 
policy in China. In His Maj: sty’s present 
Minister at Peking they will find one who 
has represented his country with more 
credit than any of his recent pred cessors, 
the only one of late vears, in fact, who 
appears to have grasped the situgtion. He 
went to Peking after a considerable period 
of declining prestige for Great Britain in 
China. During his brief term of: office so 
far he has struggled manfully, Bnd not 
without some success, to restore _his 
country's name. He scems to have 
recognised that Britain’s status in China 
was and is in grave p-ril of being lost. 
That Sir Eenest Sarow will impress this 
on the minds of the responsible Ministers 
at home, if the chance be given him, we 
have some reason for trusting. ‘The 
question of British influence in China miy 
be divided into three parts, corresponding 
to three sections of China. There is the 
North, where by the natural course of 
aventa, aided by the entire absence of any 


intelligible or consistent British policy for 


many years past, Britain plays a very small 
part, and Russia is the absolutely pre- 
dominant nation. There is the Central or 
Yangtsze region, wh re Britsin has always 
held the hegemony, and only recently has a 
claimant been found to dispute the “sphere of 
influence,’ which was so much talked about 
in’ the days of China’s loss of Port Arthur 
and Kiaochau. Lastly, there is the Soith 
(which means here Canton and the West 
River) where the position of Hongkong 
gives such natural advantages that the 
leading place among th: foreign uations 
concerned in this region can ouly be 
lost by a long course of apathy. It is full 
time that the British Government should 
consider intelligently, as it has never done 
before, its policy with regard to the 
Chinese Empire. What is now wanted is 
consolilation of our position aa l a detarmi- 
nation to resist aggressions, Open or coverl. 
Did other Powers make the spirit of their 
policy agree with the letter of their assur- 
ances, wa might continue without miuch 
loss in the old careless and irrational way. 
Bot several other Powers are very w.de- 
awake to the opportunities offered to them 
by British supineness, and even the best 
framed conventions are susceptible of 
various interpretations. Therefore an 
understanding at home on the China ques- 
tion, or collection of questions, as it would 
be more correct to say, is earnestly to be 
hoped for.

CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 


THE CURRENCY TROUBLE. 


a as 
(Daily Pregs, 29th November,) 


Some months ago we drew attention to the 
very serious injury certain to be inflicted 
on the trade of Chiua, especially that 
portion conducted with foreign countries, 
owing to the want of understanding on the 
part of the nations interested of the effects 
likely to be brought about by the demand 
for silver by the Chinese Government, in 
order to meet the payments due on account 
of the indemnities. China, we pointed out, 
was then practically the only uation con- 
tinuing to hold on to a silecr currency ; and 
we showed how the placing of the large 
amounts of silver thus required on the 
already glutted silver markets of the world 
would of necessity result in a continual 


decline in the already discredited metal. ; 


Since that time the silver market has 
followed the lines shadowed out; and the 
ordinary rate of exchange has fallen some 
twenty to twenty-fire per cent., with an 
enormous increase of the difficulties which 
then were strangling the import trade. 
The only method that seemed practical for 
the adjustment of these difficulties would 
be the gradual substitution of gold for silver 
currency, aud we suggested that as u beyin- 
ning the import duties should be made pay- 
able in gold; while every means should. be 
taken by removing the impediments that 
then stool in ths way of the export trade, 
and by encouraging the opening of gold 
mines, to aid the pracess. These sugyes- 
tions were practically seouted on all sides. 
The local merchant would not lear of the 
fixing of the duties on a gold basis —which 
would, as ve pointed out, have the tendeuey 
of automitically removing the unwonted 
disturbance in the fiuauces on the oeersion 
of any serious alteration in the rate of 
exchange—because he feared tht the bur- 
den on his imports would ba increased to 
an unbearable extent; yet, inconsistently, 
he was pr pared to ‘increase artificially the 
burden by more than doubling the duties 
to be pail in silver. Possibly even the 
most bigotted himetallist would now be dis- 
posal to allow that the apparent drop in the 
import duties brought about by the reduced 
value of silver has been dearly purchased at 
the expense of the present very serious con- 
dition of the trade.. As if this neglect were 
not sufficient, we actually find that the 
Chief Commissioner sent out by the British 
Government to wassist in alleviating the 
burdens o2 commerce has lent his counten- 
ance to an export tariff far more burden, 
some than the present, and that should the 
scale and methods to which be has aeceeded 
for the purpose of still further afflicting the 
trade in experts ever come into practise, the 
difficulties that at present affect the import 
trade will Le further brought into being to 
hamper the export, It may be quit: true 


that the export duties of a nation are its, 


own concera, ane that primarily it is the 
first and most direct loser by biuckiug the 
export of its superfluous productions ; anid 
dia China have no engagemeuts abroad, and 
were she iu a position to meet her debts, 
doubtless the argument would be irrefrag- 
able. This is however not the case; this has 
been acknowledzed in all the proposals fur 
raising the tariff, and it would only bave 
been the act of a financier able to see 
bevond the point of his nose, to insist that 
before he permitted himself to enter into 
such negotiations he would have.secured the 
power necessary to free the general trade 
from the imminent danger of strangulation 
which now it has to face. Ina wholesome 
condition of trade China would pay her 
foreign indebtedness by the export of her 
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| superfluous goods, of which she has plenty 
‘and to spare, only requiring a little en- 
couragement to remove the not unnatural 
hesitation of her own_people, who know but 
too well from the past that their own 
Government lays a jitfall in each transac- 
tion. The natural, indeed necessary, out- 
come of this utter want of confidence on the 
part of the producer is that, failing a 
wholesome export trade, the Chinese 
Government has to pay its indebtedness in 
hard sycee; and this sycee has to be ex- 
ported in bulk to a market where it ceases 
to he money, and has already become a drug. 
The effects of this condition is first felt at 
Tientsin, which at the moment is hopelessly 
bankrupt, owing to the drain of silver hav- 
ing exhausted the life-blood of the tinde. 
When there exists actually in the ex- 
change iwarket a difference of upwards of 
tiventy per cent. between the two adjacent 
inarkets of Shanghai and Tientsin it is not 


difficult to see that affairs have reached a 
point where wholesome trade is actuall 

impossible, This is unfortunately the 
condition at the moment. It is quite 
possible excessive trading might have led 
to a revulsion in any case; but it is equally 
certain that the want of any capacity for 


| finance on the part of all the governments 


concerned is at bottom responsible for the 
worst part of the trouble. 

NANKING’S TRADE, 1899-1901. 
_ paienisearteres 

(Daily Preas, 27th November.) 

Among theConsular reports recently issued 
by the British Foreign Office is one on the 
trade of Nanking forthe three years 1899, 
1900, and 1901. Nanking is a place with 
a curious histury among the Treaty ports, 
and we therefore take the liberty of quoting 
the opening paragraph of the report of Mr. 
Acting-Consul Witxtxson in its entirety. 
“On May 1, 1899, Nanking was formally 
‘opened to foreign trade and the Imperial 
“ Maritime Customs established at the port. 
“Strictly speaking, Nanking has heen a 
“treaty port for over 40 years. Jt was 
“opened to foreign commerce under Clause 
“VI of the French Treaty of 1858, but, 
“being in,the possession at the time 
“of the Taiping rebels, it was impossible 
“for merchants to avail bhsinsel tes of 
“their treaty rights. In 1865, after the 
“retaking of the city by the Imperial 
‘troops, & commission was sent by the 
“ British and French Governments to inquire 
“iuto the trading possibilities of the place, 
“but the report was evidently unfavourable, 


for, beyond the selection of a site for a — 


“ foreign scttlement, no steps were taken to 
‘have the port formally opened. The sub- 
‘sequent fate of this settlement is some- 
“what mysterious. A dispute between the 
“commission and the local authorities as to 
“the conditions under which the site wes 
“to be handed over led to the transfer of 
“the negotiations to Peking. No solution, 
“however, of the difficulty seems to have 
“ been arrived at the capital until, in 1875, 
‘the question was finally settled by the 
‘ supposed disappearance of the settlement 
‘which, it was reported, had been washed 
‘‘away by the river. At the present day 
“the greater part, if not the whole, of the 


“old site is still above water, and would in © 


‘‘many ways make a more suitable settle- 
“ment than the locality which has now been 
“chosen for the purpose by the local offi- 
‘“vinls. After this the question of opening 
‘the port to all appearauces was dropped, 
“ until, under the Revised Yaugtsze Regula- 
“ tions of 1899, China undertook to establish 
‘‘a custom-house at Nanking.” The pre- 
seut importance of Nanking, Mr. WiLKinson 
says, is due rather to the fact that it is the

THE WATER QUESTION. 


(Daily Press, 22ud November.) 

For the past three weeks the city of 
Victoria has bzen]on intermittent water 
supply, and as a natural consequence (for 
so we mist call it) a certiin number of 
inhabitants have been deprived of all water 
except such as they tan procure by sending 
out for it or fetching it themselves. It may 
be taken that the intermittent system will lb. 
continue. henceforward up to next year's 
rains, and that thd;e unfortunate people 
whose pipes the water is unable to reach 
will be obtiged uutil the rains t» get their 
supply from outside. We need not here 
dwell upon the fact.'to which attention has 
so frequently-been dalled of late, that the 
rainfall for January-October, 1902, was uo 
less than eight inches above the average for 
that ten-wont': period. Ay interesting 
Water Return was published in our issue 
of yesterday showing tlic levels and storage 
of water in the reservoirs on this island on 
the Ist instant. As the figures may have 
escaped the attention of some of our rea‘lers

Not infrequently 
avidence is adduced to show that no light at all 
was visible on the junk exc2pt perhaps just 
immediately before the collision, when a lautera 
was suddenly hoisted.” The principle of the 
Bill, put shortly, is to put junks and other 
shipping upon tho same equality before the 
Courts, and I beg to move its second reading.

NEW TERRITORIES BILL. 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL in moviug the 
second reading of the New Tarritori's ‘Litles 
Ordinances said—The object of this Bill is to 
provide a system of laud tenure for the New 
‘Territory exclusive of New Kowloon. In 
the. Territories outside New Kowloon there 
are a large number of small holdings, the 
majority of them exceedingly small. 1 uuder- 
stand they run into something like quarter of 
a million. At the lime the Ter itory was takeu 
over these holdings were held by a system of 
patriarchal origia, It has beea considered by 
those who have had the matter under their 
immediate administration that th» state of 
society in that part does not fit the people at 
prezent for the introduction of a techvical 
system of English Real Law Property. They 
considered it would be better to intreduce a 
system simple, effective and cheap. something 
that the peopla could easily’ understaud and be 
cheaply administered. Recognising the patri- 
archal system under which land is held there 
the Bill provides that the land-holder will 
be treated us a customary land-holder. Dealings 
with cnstomary land by :ransfer or by way of 
charge and its transmission by inheritance are 
regulated by means of a system adapted from 
that. in force in Australia, known as ‘ the 
Torre-s Syst-ms.” Persons taking up land 
from the Crown in the New Tertito:ies may at 
their option become customary land-holders or 
they: may obtain a Crown lease and come 
under the general law of the Colony.

THE PUBLIC HEALTH AND BUILD'NGS BILL. 
The ATTORNEY-GENERAL—I beg to more 
the second reading of the Public Health and 
Buildings Ordinance, which was read a first 
time at last meeting of this Council. ‘Tha 
subject matter of Bill has been hefore the 
public for such a v.ry long time that it 
is hardly necessary for me to say anything 
at all in asking the Council to read this 
Bill for the second time, and the principle which 
is involved in the Bill. namely, the improvement 
of the sanitary condition of the Colony, is one 
which must so obviously commend itsolf to the 
Council that again it is-hardly n:cessary for 
me t> say anything in introducing the Bill. 
Still the Bill is of such importance to 
the public generally and fraught with such 
alvantages if if is passed in tho shape in 
which it is now pres-nted before the Council, 
that I think it will be interesting and I am 
suro instructive if I gave a short history of the 
reasons which have led-the Government to get 
the Bill presontel here now in the shaps ia 
which -it is. As long ago as 1896 the 
Sauitary condition of the town having 
before that attracted very serious attenlio2 on 


account of the ravages of the plaguo in years | 


previously and also that year; in 1896 Governor 
Sir Wm. Robinseu appointed a Commission to 


enquire into and report upon the insanitary. 


coudition of properties in Hongkong, how

l They reported that there were many insanitary 

properties in the Colony and dwelliugs which

extremely dirty and in some cases were dens of 
| filth,” ith respect to the means whereby the 
improvement of these undesirable state of things 
should be effected the Commissioners recom- 
mended among other things that in honses 
fronting streets less than 15 feet wide no cubi- 
cles should be allowed on ground floors. Two 
of the Commissioners, Messrs. Whitehead and 
Ede, were of opinion that in such cases 
cnbicles should. be prohibited altogether and 
that no cubicles sha.ld be permitted on any 
floors that had no window of not less than one- 
tenth of the floor space opeving directly out

These were the drastic recommendations made 
by the Commission. The Commissioners then 
declared thit there was ‘no need for tha 
resumption of thess (iusanitary) properties,” 
b:ing of opinion that the alterations and im- - 
provements which they recommended would 
reader tho greater part of the honses “ fit for 
habitation.” In their opinion Government 


. would only be called upon to resume where the 


owners could not be got to agree upon a com- 
bined plan for improvement or where the lots 
‘“are go small and tho buildings on them of such 
dimonsions that to make the needful improve- 
meuts in them as they stand would leave the 
existing hnuses more or less useless for all 
practical purposes.’ Concluding their very 
salnable report the Commissio:.ers state it to be 
their opinion zéer alia that it is unnecessary for 
the Government to resume insanitary pro- 


‘ perties generally and that insanitary properties 


should be improved in -the manner 


‘recommended in the report and that such 
‘improvements: should be carried out by the 


owners at their own cost,” failing which “they 
should be carried out by the Government and 
the owne:s call d upon to refund the cost.” 
That was the opinion deliberately expressed by 
the Commission. Mr. L‘anby who is of eminent 
character and good standing in this C lony, 
examiced before the Commission, gave it 
as his opinion that there were a great 
| pumber of dwelling: in the Cily so in- 
sanitary as to be unfit for human _habita- 
tion. In answer to Sir Thomas Jackson he 
!said “Thero are a lot of cubicles in the 
Colony now which I would not allow—I do not 
undersiand why they are allowed to be there.” 
That is very important, I think. Then you 
should give consideration to the next forcibly 
express d opinion of Mr. Danby, a man well able 
to form an opinion on the subject with which 
he was dealing. Jn answer to the Chairman 
he stated: “ If you do away with cubicles on all 
the floors you deprecinte the value of the 
| property, I take it the owner would lose from 
| SL to $1.50 on each house. Supposing he 
had a house of three storeys he would lose the 
value of the cubicles on eich of the floors; he 
would probably lose $l or $1.59 or even $2.” 
; Well, sir, tho Commission having reported, the 
i fata which not infrequently comes to subjects 
| which are sent to special Commissions for 
report overtook this subject; nothing was dona 
‘and it was not pos-ible at the time to do 
lanytbing. Iowever that may he, the fecling 
of the community scemed to be that some- 
| thing rhould be done, and ia the year

| the Secretary of State for tho Colonies 
hen was very largely signed by all the

The petition asked the Secretary of 
State to take into consideration the matter which 
had been laid before him and appoiut a special 
1 Commission unconnected with the Colony to 
go out to the Colony, investiga‘e the evils 
| from which the Colony was suffering and 
yeport what could bs done, And the peti- 
(tion added the request that to the Co1- 
mission should be a‘tached some indepen- 
| dent sanitary expert to adviso. This was done. 
Mr. Osbert Chadwick, than whom there is no 
‘more eminent civil engineer, came out aloug 
with Professor Simpson. In the concluding 
paragraph in the prayer of the petition it was 
asked that after receiving and considering the 
‘report of such Commission the Secretary of 
State woud give directions for the recom- 
mendations of that Commission to be forth- 
with carried into effect.

met with considerab'e opposition, not b cause of 
the principle on which it iy based, but as regards 
the details to which it was intended to give 
effect. So» much was the Bill criticised by the 
architects, as to the provisions with which it 
dealt with the structural provisions of the 
Bill, and by persons who were affectel by the 
Bill, such as landowners and others, 
this Government felt that the Bill cou'd 
not he forced through the Council 
without the recommendations and criticisms 
being ‘considered. I[n considering them the 
Government found many useful and valuable 
suggestions which they thought it tight to 
adopt and give effect to. In fact, the recon- 
sideration of the Bill g ‘nerally m :de the Govern- 
ment withdraw the Bill which had been 
introduced, because it had then become apparent 
that the Bill which, at the t'me it was in- 
troduced gave effect t) the wishes of the 
people for whom it wa; dsigned, and ceased 
to do so at the liter stage, and would not 
have been for the general benefit of the com. 
munity if it had been forced through as it then 
stood. The result is that I introduced a second 
Bill, which meets in almest every respect, I 
believe, the objections that have been urged 
against the Bill as it first of all appear d, 
I believe now that the Bil as it stands will 
give effect to the recommendations of the 
experts, except in so far as it relat:s to tho-e 
recomm nlations which were in accord with 
the recommendations of Sir Thomas Jacksyn, 
Mr. Whitehead, and Sir Paul Chater. That 
is to say, it will ba remombered that I pointed 
ouf to the Council that these gentlemen 
thought that no compensation should bs given 
for anything at all, and that tho owner 
should bear the cost of improvements That 
was the recommendation of Messrs. Cha iwick 
aud Simpson, and on these lines the 
Government originally irit- nded to go. Atthe 
time we introduced tho Bill we had the support 
of af least three hon, members of this Council 
and of the two experts. ‘Che Bill, however, ag 
now introduced, provides for compensation to 
be paid, I may siy tho Bill Proposes to pro- 
vide for compensation where it can be legiti- 
mately paid, not otherwise, I think this « not 
comes in som3 cases whore claims 
may be paid which will not be legal. In the 
case of the windowless cubicle, we do not 
consider that is a case in which a claim can be 
legitimate'y made. Tho Bill, therefore, does 
not provide fur any loss which may fall up na 
man by precluding him from housing his 
tenants in windowless rooms.

Now, landlords and owners of houses 
do not dispute that it would benefit the public 
health very mush indeed i f they were to follow 
ont these later plans ; bul then they have alieady 
built their houses in accordance with the law 
which obtained at that particular time, and had 
the plans of their houses sanctioned by the 
prescribed authority at the Public Wo:ks De- 
partment, and they say, “ (£ you wish us to alter 
our houses in ordér {o suit or benefit the public, 
we will do so if you give us reasonable compen- 
sation,’ anything that tends to the public 
good must be paid for by the public. We hear, 
of course, of sacrifices for the public good; well, 


- guch men asmake these sacrificesare heroes. But 


you cannot expact every landlord in this Colony, 
and every Chinese land-owuer, {o be heroes. 
They invest their money in houses because they 
will bring in an incom: to them of so much per 
cent. They come to this Colony, relying npon 
the justice and fairness of English law and tho 
protection of the kagtish flag, and invest their 
mouey, and th«y tho ghtat the time they invest- 
ed in these houses thst they were built in a-- 
cordance with the law existing at the time. 
Now whut right has any legislature to turn 
round to them, after making their investment, 
and say, “Modern sanitary scienco requires 

a to make certain sacrifices?" Suppose 


‘they have bought and paid for all these houses, 
- are they going to besacrifiecd for the good of the 


public without compensation from the public 
for itall? 1f any landlord likes to sacrifice his 
land for such a public purpose, he must 
be called a philanthropist and a public 
benefactor, but he can scarcly be considered a 
business‘man. Now, the present Bill that has 


- been drafted and submitted by the Govern- 


ment gives that compensation, and it is 
that that we have been fighting for. Our 
earlier opposition, sir, was not because 
we do not desire sanitary reform or im- 
provement. A ljarge number of my unofficial 
colleagues in this Council signed the petition (o 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies asking 
him to send out experts to examine into the 
condition of this Colony, and to report and 
make the recommendations to be carried out; 
and that shows, I think, because we are the 
representatives cf the people, that there is a 
general feeling in the Colony for an improvement 
in sanitary matters in this Colony. We are all 
in favour of that improvement, the only thing 
we desire in return from the Government is 
this—that we get just compausation. If the 
Colony is to benefit by these sanitary improve- 
ment, it should pay for them. Now, as I say, 
the Government have recognised this principle, 
and so meets our principal obj-c‘ion to the Bill, 
but at the same time I regret to see that there 
is no provision in the Bill to deal with the win- 
dowless rooms, as the learned Attorney-General 
terms them, alt!.ongh they are botter knewn 
under the name of cubicles. There is no doubt 
in my mind, and I do not think thera can be 
in the minds of any ovo who has b en in the 
Colony a few days and looked round, that ths 
great:st sanitary evi] amongst the Chinese is 
these windowless rooms. They are dark and 
unhealthy, and yet these cubicles have been 
permitted by the Gorernment to exist. House 
after house has been built for years and 
years with thess self-same cubicles, and all these 
houses have been permi'ted by the Government. 
And yet without these cubicles it is impessible 
for people to live in them with privacy. I say 
it is w very great mistake, Ordinary Chiness 
houses are about 15 feet wide; take away the 
thickness of the outer walls and you will find 
they are about 13 fret or 13 feet six inches 
broad and their average depth is about 4) or 
50 feet; some go down te 6&0 feet. Now, 


what man can make use of a honse like 


that or the flo r of a house like that without 
cubicles? It is impossible fer any family to 
do it if they are to have privacy, and therefore 
the Chinese have got into the habit of turning 
thess long rooms of 40 or 50 feet, and only 13 
feet wide, into a number of small rooms, which 
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are called cubicles. Now, the growth of these 
cubicles is not Chinese altogether, for the 
Chinese learn to make use of the cubicle only 
in Hongkong. If you go to Canton and 
‘eae tha bouses there, you will fiad nothing 
like cubicles ia regular, proper Chinose houses 
But the Government here, the law here the 
Public Works Department hero, hav- permitted 
| the people living in these long, narrow houses 
' to adopt this method of providing accommoda- 
| tien for their families. Now, what is to 
'bo dons to do away with these cubicles 
iI understand it is not to be done in the 
| Bill, which provides for open spaces in the 
| front and back of buildings, and just now 
the learned Attorney-General gtys hs wents to 
limit the housa to 40 feet depth, iu which cass 
the walle will have to be thickened out a few 
inches. 40 feet by 13 feot—the depth is out 
of proportion to the width, and you can imag ne 
a room 13 feet wide and 2U feet deep inhabited 
by anumber of the Chinese working-class, who 
are nore of the cleanest, and who will keep it 
for the moment up to the full capai y of the 
house that the law allowg. It would have been 
much better if the Government had considered 
a plan to carry out the improvemants at once, 
to give every cubicle a window and proper 
ventilation and light. If that were done, 
the great iusanitary evil of this Colony would 
be done away with for ever, and I believe that 
plague would d‘sappear from cur midst, and the 
amount we saved every year would simply pay the 
expense the Government wonld be involved in 
in granting compensstion or in resuming every 
threa houses in the Colony. Now I do not 
think it is recessary in the eecoud reading to 


go into details of the scheme; that will come ia 
ifs proper place, when I hopo to be 
able to point out certain matters in 


various parts of the Biil which might be 
improvcd. All I can say for the present is this 
—that since {ha Government have recognised 
the grand principle of compensation, s> far as 
we ure coucerued, as 1epresentatives of the 
people on this Council, wa hive no obj ction 
whatever to the second reading of this Bill. 
Of couse, when the Council goes into 
committ:y on the Bill wa shall very likely 
wish to offer a few remarks for the con- 
sideration of the Government. There is no 
provisioa made, for instanc», for the sproading 
of the population, and it seems to me that 
in a Bill of this kiud some attention 
should be given to the poorer clases of the 
people and the preveution of overcrowding in 
future. Of course the tramway, when it ia 
completed, will assist us to a certain extent, but 
at the same time I think the Government would 
be advised to give its attention to a scheme for 
the providing of lhouss accommodation for the 
woiking cla:ses. I think it isin that direction 
th { we should proceed. With these few remarks

But ther, on the other 
hand, the Ordinances is not going to act 
at a moment's notice, Action must necessarily 
he slow and the broad question will present 
itsclf to us whether it is bstter thit we should 
suddeuly undertake a large measare of socialist 
legislation by the Government entering with 
ths public money into compe'ition with those 
whose business it is to build and supply 
houses for, the accommodation of the people 
or whether we shonld leave that to the ordin- 
ary operation of commercial principles; and 
my owa view is that itis better to leave it to 
the ordinary op>ration, especially here in Hong- 
kong where there are societies and individuals 
who have money and ara quite ready ta supply it 
when they fiad that the public require it.

OUR WATER SUPPLY, 


—_—_ 6 
PROPOSED NEW RESERVOIR AT TYTAM TUK- 

Our representative visited Tytam Tuk a few 
days ago and had an opportunity of seeing the 
operations in progress there with a riew to the 
construction of a new reservoir in order to aug- 
ment (he water supply. The work which is being 
done at present is only of a preliminary nature. 
Three brick caissons, about 6 feet in diameter, 
are being sunk at the head of Tytam Bay Inlet at 
sea-level, and excavation and blasting operations 
are in progress at both sides of the bay to as- 
certain wheth«r the sits-is a suitab!e one for the 
construction of a large masonry dam. ‘One of 
the wells has been sunk toa depth of over 3U 
feat, and from’ what we see jt must lave bsen a 
laborious work owing to its being mostly: below 
sea-level. If the site proves suitable and the 
dam is carried up toa height of 5) feet above 
sea-level, we understand that it will impound 
betweer 1,000 and 1,500 million gallons of water, 
which will mean almost trebling our existing 
storage capacity. The proposed reservoir will 
sub. erge about 200 acres of ground iucluding 
the small villize of Tytam Tuk and some culti 
vated land. 

The contour survey of this district comprising 
an area of one square mile is also in progress. 
A track bas been cut ronnd the hills about 200 
feet above sea-level and a great deal of under- 
growth has had to be cleared. Some trowble has, 
we understand, been experienced on accourt of 
fever breaking out among the staff engage! in 
this survey. Itis to be hoped, however, that 
the favourab!e weather which usually prevails 
at this season of the year will enable the work 
to be completed.. Mr. Isidore Kavier, of the 
Public Works Department, is now eugaged in 
surveying the district, which is\considered one 
of the worst places in the Colody for malarial 
fever. The scenery around the district is highly 
picturesque, 


The rails of the Selangor-Perak Railway are 


-now laid for 17 miles beyond Tsanjdug Malim, 


and the contractors on the Selangor side have 
only.5 miles more to make. That sbould be 
finished in about three months. It is hoped that 
the through route—Port Swettenham to Prai 
—may be complete by the middle ‘of next year. 


OPENING OF THE HANOI 
EXPOSITION. 


A very belated telegram, which had been sent 
over Chinese laudlines. and wasdated Hanoi, [6th 
wilt, arrived on the 27th ult. and s‘ated that the 
Expositioa was succes-fully opened on the 16th 
ult., in the pres-nce of an immenre gathering 
of. people. Monsienr Thomé, the Commissaire- 
Gteneral, received the Governor of Indo-China 
and welcomed the delegates from the countries 
of the Extreme Orient, tha French colonies and 
tho metropolis. Moas‘eur Beau, the Governor- 
General thanked the foreig 1 gcvornments for 
having so cordially responded to the invitation, 
and declared the Exposition open, 

Among those prezent at the ceremony were 
General Coronat, commanding tho troops; 
Admiral Bayle, c-mmanding the Far Eastern 


the head officials and representatives of public 
bo lies, and the Tartai of Lungchow and many 
Annamite mandarins, The Governor-General 
and party were conduc'ed ovr the Ex- 
position by Monsiaue Thomé, and recorded 
their great appreciation of what they 
saw. A military tat(oo was heid in the evening, 
and at 7.3) pm. tho Gorcroor-General pave a 


banquet to th: Commisaaire-Genecral and the 
chief of the ,g rvice of the Exnesition, the 
delegates 45 bhe Exposition and the chief 
offici.ls of th: local administration. At the 
end of the repast be annouuced the receipt of a 
telegram from the President of the Republic 
conferring the cross of the Legion of Honour 
on M. Thome. 

Among the advants who left Hongkoag 
by ths ss. Hue, for ths Congress of Orient- 
alists at Hanoi were M. Baelz, physician 
to the Mikado; Baron de Ritter, Baron Cor- 
visart, Colonel de Grandprey; Professor 
Leavenworth; and others. 


SALVAGE OF THE S.S. “ PHRA 
NANG,” 


§ ee : 

The N.D.L. 8s. Machew which left here on 
the ]4th ult., with a salvage party on board to 
salve the N.D.L. s.s. Phra Nang that had gone 
ashore on the Paracels, returned to Hongkoug on 
the 24th ult. with the damaged steamer in tow. 

On the salving steamer were Captain Krebs, 
marine superintendent of the North German 
Lloyd; Mr. J Watt Jameson. of the iuondon 
Sa'vage Association; and Mr. T. G@ Dayle, the 
chief diver. Heavy pumping and other appa- 
ratus w4s tak-n down. Ths Afachew arrived at 
tho Parac ‘Is on the 16th inst. at 1 p.m. and found 
the Phra Nang aground on a coral reef on Priton 
Island, the south-western island of the group. 
On eccount of strong wind and current great 
difficulty wis experienced in getting alovg-ide 
the Phra Nang, her fore part being aground aud 
the stern aflo t in deep water. Examination 
showed that the fore-hold was full of water and 
No.2 hold making water, She had then been 
on the reef for 16 days. The captain, officers 
and-the crew were ou board all that time. 

A start was at once made with the work of 
calvage. Centrifugal pumps were pxton board 
the stranded vossel, a JZiv. and [(in. in the 
fore-hold and a lvin. in No. 2 hold. Her 
engines were got ready and the cargo was 
transhipped to the Machew.’ Mr. D-yle 
tried to examine tze ships bottom but was 
unsuccessful #8 it was imbadded too deaply in 
the coral. The following day atd o'clock the 
pumps were at work and at 5 pm. on tho 18th, 
Captain Krebs decided to attempt to get tha 
Phra Nang off as it was appaent the pumps 
had command of the water. The Mu hew began 
towing and the other worked her eugines astern. 
The vessel refused to budge for some time and 
at one point the Jfuchew came near to going 
ashore l.erself and had to cast off the cables 
about 8pm. The Phra Nang was loosened by 
the force, however, aud she cama afloat at 9 p.m: 
after ber owa engines had beek working astern 
and abead alternately for the whole time. On 
account of a heavy N.E. monsoon prevailing it 
was decided not to go to Hongkony direct, 
but to make for ‘Touron Bry, Annam, 
180 miles distant. Both vessels steamed 
slowly and arrived there on the 20th, Here 
the Muchew gave supplie: of water and 
coal to the Phra Nang and Mr. Doyle made a 
thorongh inspection of the bottom, finding

bad workmanship. There was no provision in 
the Orcinances f.r the employment of cement 
mortar, bat there was such a proposal in the 
new Building Lill. . ; 

Mr. Looker objected to the witness dealing 
in his evidence with a Bill which was not ‘yet 
passed aud which might yet have amendments 
made upon it. 

Mr. Bowley said he took it that one of the 
objecta of the enquiry was to find out what 
should be d:ne to improve matters if this 
connect’on. 

His Worship remirked that tho Court was 
enquiring how the men who were killed lost their 
lives and whether anybody should be punished. 

The witness furthar stated, in cuntinnatioa 
of his evidence, that the spaces from face to 
face of the walls ought also to be in cement 
mortar.

Laughter miy aptly be described as the 
music of our liver, and for the song cf langhter 
given to the world in The Lady of Ostend, Mr. 
F. C. Burnand, the author, has an undoabted 
claim on our gratitude. Best known as elitor 
of London Punch, Mr. Barnand his never- 


thelesa guinod prominonca in the literatare of 


light comedy by the highly iateresting produc- 
tions of his facile pen, and amongst these 
none ranks higher than that 
the Theatre Royal on the 24th ult. by the 
Janet Waldorf Company. Althonzh Sir 
Francis Burnand, to give the veteran journalist 
and playwright his correct title, has for some 
years past followed ths life rather cf a literary 
reolas-, his ability has in no way deteriorated, 
and in the play under reviow his old eisy grip 
of humorons mater.al, cunjoined with the 


faculty of turning it to the best account, is seen 
to axcellent advantage. 


Whilst if may not be said that the author has 


broken new ground in The Lady of Ostend, for in 
light comedy as in all other conceptions of the 
playwright a certain conventional line is obyerv- 
ed and usually as strictly followed, the story is 
distinguished by what may be termed a sories of 
lucid progressions, which combine with the 
increasingly humorous situations and the pro- 
nounced types of the characters to provide 
capital entertainment. From the rise of the 
curtain ‘and on unbrokenly to its fall, the 
drollery of the comedy is easily apparent to 
every one, and no mental strain is required to 
follow with exacti(ude the varying fortuues of 
the participants.

AN-EPISODE OF TONKIN.

The coming depariure of Cav. Volpicelli, the 


Italian Consul-General for the Oriental Con- 
gress at Hanoi, Tonkin, recalls what-—for 


- recently events hare followed quickly in: the 


Far East—seems.an incident of aucieut history ; 
because his travels in that country were con- 
nected with an interesting episode of the 
Franco-Chinese question. 

’ “After the hostilities between the two countries 
had been- momentarily suspended, thanks to 
the brilliant coup of Commander (now Admiral) 
Fournier who rushed through a treaty of peace 
at Tientsin,- the sad misunderstanding at 
Langson provoked fresh military operations, 
The war, or “ state of reprisals ” as it was called 
by. diplomatists, dragged on for many months 
with great matual loss with scant results, until it 
was definitely stopped by the armis'ice concluded 
at Paris by Mr. Campbell on behalf of the 
Chinese Government, At the time, the 
armistice was recaived with great suspicion by 
the Freneh military authorities, and with 
doubt of its ultimate success by all, for the 


memory of the failure of Commander Fournior's. 


Treaty was fresh in every memory, 

The Chinese, who wore sinosrely desirous for 
peace, als> fesred that some accident might 
again frustrate their.hopes, and were anxious 
that their military authorities at the seat of war 
should promptly receive clear and certain in- 
structions to commence evacuation at the dates 
assigned by the armistice. For this purpose an 
Imperiel Com-nission .composed of Messrs. 


Volpicelli, Woodruff and four civil and military 


Mandarins was sent by the Viceroy of Canton 
Chang -Chib-tung (now Acting Viceroy at 


_ Nanking) to the camps of the Chinese troops in 


Tonkia to communicate the Imperial Edict of 
immediate withdrawal. 


. -, This. mission was. carried out’ fully “and 
- promptly, Mr. Volpicelli was away from Can-

Tt was most fitting that the foreign consuls 
in Shanghai should desire to show in more than 
usually open manher tho respect they hal for 
the dead Minister,| and it was arranged, out of 
this expressed desire, the united Consular Body 
of Shanghai, together with representatives of 
the two foreign Mnhuicipalities and of the China 
and Americin Associations, shou'd proceed to 
Nanking in a body on one of the occasions 
when, according tp Chinese funeral ideas, it is 
becoming, and there personally show their 
respect. The cqmmanding officers of tho 
various navies having fleets in these waters also 
decided to take pant and show their gratitade. 
These r. sulted inja gathering at Nanking on 
Saturday, the 15th of November, of a fleet and 
collection of- foreign Consular officials which 
has never been equalled, and which it will 
probably be long ere it is excelled. 

THE FLERT, 

Before the date mentioned there had arrived 
off Nanking H.BIM. despatch boat Alacrity, 
the flagship of |Vice-Admiral Sir Cyprian 
Bridge, K.C.B: in command of the China 
Station, and HI/B.M. men-of-wa: Eclipse, 
Brumble and Rosario, H.G.M.\8S.

RECPPTION OF ADMIRAL BRIDGE. 

Carriages were provided by His Excellency 
for all of his numerous guests, aud this pro- 
gramme was punctually oarried ont. His 
Excellenc -, the aged viceroy Chang Chih-tung, 
received his guests with becoming dignity, 
accompanying them to the large gates of his 
yamen between files of well sot up and sturdy 
looking. foreign drilled and armed soldiers 
standing at the present, with fanfares blowing. 
The Vicéroy shows evident signs of age, his 
moustache aud beard both bsing snow white, 
though his eyes still look sharply and search- 
ingly into those of the person addressed, and he 
walk-d firmly and erectly without assistance. 
RECEPTION CF SHANGHAI KEPRESENTATIVES. 

At ths reception of the Consular Body Dr. 
Knapge, as spokesman, expressed the sincere 
regrets felt by that body at the death of the 
illustrious ruler, whose posthumous title is 
translated as Duke Liu, adding that it gave 
them all confidence in the future thats) able 
and well known a successor should have buen 
appointed in his stead, H.E., in reply, thanked 
the visitors for the trouble they fad. b en put 
to in expressing their regards for his predeces- 
sor, which he said would be highly treasured by 
bis late colleague's family and friends, He also 
returned thanks for the kind words spoken 
regarding himself, assured all that he would 
endeavour to continne the policy of his old 
friend and predecessor, and expressed the hope 
that the future might see even- closer relations 
than the existing ones established between the 
countries represented aud hisown. . . 

THE VISITS RETURNED. 

A short drive from the yamen conveyed 
Shanghai's portion of the many guests to the 
Bureau of Foreign Affairs, where liqaid. re- 
freshments and cigars and cigareties were served 
while awaiting the arrival of H.E. Promptly 
at 12 o'clock this punctual ru'er arrived, 
seated in a brougham designed as rearly as 
possible to conuterfeit the official Chinese chair 
in outward appearance. This was drawn by 
two ponies, and was preceded and followed by 
a mounted bodyguard, After greeting all 
those assombled, H.E. thanked them all most 
cordially for the pains they were taking to 
show their respect for his predecessor, and also 
for the courtesy they had shown him upon his 
taking up his new post. Dr, Knappe, as 
doyen, suitably replied, expressing the hupe 
that H.E. might have good health and 


great prosperity during a long tenure of. 


his office. following this there was a short 
period of informal conversation. Dr. Kuappa 
expressed tho hope that now that H.E. 


had taker. control in these provino:s the rail-. 


way from Shanghai to Nanking might be 


‘looked forwacd to with some certainty, adding 
that it would greatly facilitate travelling and -

H.E., while admitting

communication with Nagasaki and Shanghai, 
If the. regular service is to be abolished, the 
. Exchange Committee request that the proposal 
should not be carried into effect before the expi- 
ration of six months from date; also that an 
announcement of the company’s intention be 
made in the newspapers for the informition of 
the commercial bodies in the East, in order th .t 
the fore'gn steamship liues which formerly 
called at Vladivostock may be given an opportu- 
nity of re-opening their services to the fort. 

The loci! Vostochnie Viestuik commenting on 
thir, cou iders the request of the Committee a 
reasonable one, and adds that if a Russian 
subsidisad steamship line intends to abandon 
Viadivostock to its fite, ths port should resort 
to the aid afforded by foreign companies.— Kobe 
Chronicle.
